Reopening of The Louvre. The fol- 
lowing note, quoted from The Museums 
Journal of February, 1919, conveys infor- 
mation that must bring a feeling of relief 
and pleasure to many Bulletin readers: 

"The Louvre, which has been closed 
to the public, with the exception of a small 
number of galleries, for nearly four and a 
half years, was reopened during January. 
In August, 1914, when the Germans were 
making their first drive on Paris, the greater 
part of the most valued treasures was 
hastily removed to safety and eventually 
placed on exhibition in Toulouse, Blois, 



and other cities far removed from danger. 
What this removal meant may be judged 
from the fact that no fewer than two thou- 
sand five hundred of the best pictures had 
to be hurriedly but carefully packed and 
got away southwards almost under the 
enemy's nose. Of all the priceless statuary 
the Venus of Milo alone could be removed. 
As for the remainder of the statues and 
antiquities, there was only time to place 
them in comparative safety against air- 
raids in those parts of the vaults of the 
Louvre where the overhead structure was 
thickest. It will be some months before 
all the galleries are completely rearranged. 
Not only is there extensive cleaning and 
other work to be carried out, but room 
has to be found for the remarkably large 
number of new works with which the 
Louvre has been enriched during the war. 
Among these are the collections of the 
Marquise Arconati and Baron Schlichting, 
while the Fine Arts Department has 
bought a large number of drawings and 
sketches from the Haseltine collection, 
and has received numerous important 
gifts, for all of which places must be 
found.' -
